The Massachusetts Bepublican State 


Convention, in session at Worcester on 
the 20th initant, among other planks 
in its platform, adopted the following: 


Besolved, that radical change in the 


j«ry law is demanded, so that lawbreak- 
ers should not be impaneled to try 
criminals, thus rendering the law a 
farce and a cheat. 


Two weeks earlier the Nevada Repub- 


lican State Convention at Reno had 
taken its stand on the same question iu 
the following resolution: 


Besolved, that it is the duty of the 


Legislature to euact such laws as will 
result in the purifiuatoin of tha jury 
box and better promote tbe admiuistra 
tion of justice. 


Perhaps there is no public question 


so momentous as that which has to do 
with the correction of tbe abases that 
have crept into the jury system. At 
feeling as it does, the administration ol 
justice, it is a question which goes to 
tbe very root of our civilization. 
In 


the forefront of oar Constitution it w 
written that to "establish justice" was 
among the purposes for which this Gov- 
ernment was created. This wa* the 
keystone of that sublime instrument. 
Neither the formation of a more per- 
fect union, nor the insurance of domes 
tic tranqnility, nor the promotion ol 
the general welfare, nor any provision 
for the common defence, or for tbe 
security of the blessings of liberty, was 
possible without justice. With it once 
firmly established, all the other ends, 
to accomplish which the Cjustitution 
was orduiued, were attainable. It is 
therefore, net surprising that the pec 
pie should begin to manifest alarm when 
they find that justice is menaced by un 
institution long nacredin iheireyes, be 
cause originally devised to faciliate it 
administration. The Jury box has b( 
come a powerful weapon in the bauds 
nf kuav«s to escape the consequence o 
their crime* against xoointy. It doe 
not need the gift of prophecy to asser 
that it i» doomed. That ic inrfftt go 
moat people who have discovered it 
otter rotteunes will admit. 
Others 


strongly wedd*d to sentiment, may be 
loatu to concede so much, aud thes 
will probably cling to it its a oherishe 
tradition. But with the luajority a 
opinion in forming, which i* rap dl 
ripening into positive conviction thu 
tbe trial of "perilous charged with f« 
onies by juries of their peers has be 
curne a frightful travesty of justice 
Che Republicans of N»vada and Mussa 
ch«8rtts of projecting this issue upo 
tiir vbole country,
